The heat wave of the past twelve 


days has wiped out a great portion 
of 'the small scale, according to 
Frank Sherman, manager of the Co- 
vina Valley Fumigating company, 
and pest control has been consider- 
ably benefited because of this fact. 


But he declares that the season 


of active work in controlling scale 
pests will be long-drawn-out this 
year, owing to otner conditions. The 
small sizes of the Valencia crop will 
cause many ranchers to delay in 
spraying and fumigating, he said.

Banchers will naturally insist on 
keeping the fruit on the tree as long 
as possible iu order to increase 
sizes, and^t is also a fact that the 
great crop of small sizes cannot be 
mpved to market as rapidly as in 
other years. It is not desirable to 
spray while the ripe fruit is on the 
trees.

- . In agreement with P. B. Blake of 
the Glendora Cooperative Fumigat- 
ing company, Sherman says that ac- 
tivity in pest control will begin 
about August 15. Several other in- 
dependent 
concerns 
are , making 


plans to begin at about that date. 


Orchards that are cared for by the 


Covina Valley Fumigating .company 
are cleaner this year than, for the 
past five years, Manager Sherman 
said. "This is due to a practical study 
of pest control that has introduced 
features bringing about'better, re- 


"• suits.,; Pest control;Xi» not -only more 


-e$g0tive, b»t it is cheaper fhin it 
was if teen and twenty years ago, he 
said. Improved machinery and new 
methods have brot this about. 


;The manager predicted that there 


would be quite a little late spraying 
this year, with lime sulphur and mis- 
cible, or water soluble oils. The 
'company is keeping a very close 
^ watch on all orchards for the pos- 


sible appearance of the Mediterran- 
ean fruit -fly. 
Cooperating with

County Horticultural Commissioner 
' 
Byan, every pest control manager is 
making repeated surveys for the 
fruit fly. 


No trace has ever been found of 


the fruit fly in the state of Califor 
nia. According to B. S. Woglum, 
pest control expert for the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange, there is a 
poison syrup that can be applied to 
groves which will act as a control 
on the adult fruit fly, but no method 


• of combating the menace from the 
standpoint of the larvae has yet 
been found.

Citrus Growers 


Hold Meetings 


on Pest Control 


A series of meetings by citrus 


growers has been held thruout Los 
Angeles county to discuss their local 
citrus pest control problems and also 
to'listen to talks on the Mediterran- 
ean fruit fly by men who have re- 
cently returned from Florida. 


This series of meetings, which was 


held under the auspices of the agri- 
cultural extension service, was well 
attended by growers from each dis; 
trict, according to M. B. Bounds, 
who was in charge. The growers are 
certain that every possible support 
should 
be 
given 
the 
quaran- 


tine officials in their effort to elim- 
inate any possible avenue thru which 
the fruit fly or any other pest may 
enter, the state. 


Mr. Bounds states that practically 


the same methods as in the past are 
recommenced in the control of our 
citrus insect pests. The recommenda- 
tions differ according to the district, 
but in general fumigation ia4dvised 
in those orchards where fumigation 
has been successful in, .the past. 
,•'".'. *!$LQ.jjest^gon,trol bureau of the ex- 
change ^speciAny,f^i^!3s^^^tejii? ;if 
Tjlack scale and red spider are to .be 
•controlled thru a period of one year, 
that under most conditions, an early 
fumigation and a late fall oil spray 
with a lime sulphur combination - is 
the most desirable program. Medium 
oil sprays have given very good sat- 
isfaction in the control or black 
scale, also acting to 'control the red 
spider. The, authorities are not in- 
clined to recommend the use of an 
oil spray for the control of red scale 
with the possible exception of a very 
light infestation. They further sug- 
gest that with resistant black scale 
it may be necessary to use a medium 
oil spray. In the 'case of red scale 
which is resistant to re-fumigation a 
combination treatment of first the 
medium oil spray followed by a fum- 
igation is the best program.

at San Marino 


A dinner under the oaks in the 


moonlight wa» held last Friday even- 
ing at La Ramada inn in San Marino 
by the San Gabriel Valley Develop- 
ment association, with editors of val- 
ley newspapers as guests. 


Nearly all of the newspaper edit- 


ors from Pasadena to Pomona were 
represented, and a proposal was dis- 
cussed leading to an exploitation 
campaign for thfc San Gabriel valley. 
The proposal ties in with a move- 
ment launched by the Alhambra 
Realty Board to spend $50,000 in 
tliis campaign during the next few- 
months. 


The meeting was presided over by 


Franklin Thomas of Pasadena, vice- 
president of the Development asso- 
ciation, who was introduced by J. L. 
Matthews, president of this organi- 
zation. Myron J. Haig, executive 
secretary, gave a detailed account of 
the road work now in progress in the 
valley, and of the promotion of an 
aviation field that 'may be acquired 
by Los Angeles county. 


A general discussion by the editors 


of methods that should be employed 
to publicize the valley resulted in all 
present pledging support to the de- 
volopment association in this work. 
C. O. Shoop, editor of the Puente 
Journal, was authorized to call a 
meeting of th« valley publishers for 
the purpose of organizing a San Ga- 
briel unit of the California Publish- 
ers' association. 


A feature of the meeting was the 


concise statement made by Franklin 
Thomas of the status of the Boulder 
canyon act. Mr. Thomas is vice-pres- 
ident of the Metropolitan water dis- 
trict of southern California.

Fruit Fly Ban 


Partly Lifted by 


Federal Board 


Washington, July 
19.—Modifica- 


tion of the present quarantine re- 
strictions in force against Florida 
fruit shipments are being worked 
out by Secretary Hyde of the United 
States department of 
agriculture, 


with a view to permitting such ship- 
ments as can be made without dan- 
ger of spreading the Mediterranean 
fruit fly infection. 


A statement from the department 


'revetiled that new methods of pre- 
cooling and coloring fruit are being 
worked out to supplement the exist- 
ing regulations. 


Under these methods it was stated 


that shipments of portions of this 
year's crop from some of the zones 
bordering the infected area will pro- 
bably be permitted. 


It is believed that the plan now 


being worked out will relieve to a 
corisJderaole'degree* the economic 
pressure that has been causing acute 
financial conditions in Florida in the 
past few weeks.

in Florida, Prof. H. J. Quayle, Uni- 
versity of Califernia entomologist,

RESOLVED

Section 1. That the public inter- 


est, convenience and health require, 
and that it i i the intention of the 
Board of Supervisors of the County 
of Los Angeles, State of California, 
to create a sanitation district pur- 
suant to the 
provisions 
of 
the 


"County Sanitation District Act," 
approved May 29, 1923, as amended. 


Section 2. Said Sanitation District 


shall be known as County Sanitation 
District 
No. 12 of Los Angeles 


County, and shall consist of all that 
portion of the County of Los An- 
geles, including the whole of the 
incorporated 
cities 
of 
Glendora, 


Azusa, Covina, Monterey Park, San 
Gabriel and El Monte, and a part 
of the incorporated City of West 
Covina and a portion, of the County 
of Los Angeles, within the following 
described boundaries:

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Water and Prosperity— 


One often hears the statement that nothing can stop the 


growth in population of southern California, now that the 
foundations have been laid for the coming of that population. 


But the fact is overlooked that the foundations have not 


been laid. Unless more water is brot in from any source 
available, no matter how distant, the coastal plain will remain 
where it is today. It has reached the maximum that can be 
sustained under present conditions. That's the reason why 
engineers will not discuss the cost of Colorado river water. 
It will be worth what it costs, if we can get it. 


The veteran engineer, William Mulholland, years ago, 


when discussing the Owens river acqueduct, was asked what 
would occur if Los Angeles did not choose to vote the bonds. 


"If we don't get the water, we won't need it," he said. 
Man has always built a better civilization where the cir- 


cumstances are the most hostile. We do not derive great 
leadership and a dominant race from lands where food falls 
from trees as a direct gift from nature. We do not breed 
strong men and women where the weather makes it possible 
to live in a grass hut. Conquerors come from the lands 
where the battle to sustain life is unremitting. 


And aitho this is a fair land on the Pacific coastal plain, 


lavish with natural gifts, kindlier to life than is many.a land 
that we know, still, we are here and remain here because of 
a constant battle with nature. The trend of nature is con- 
stantly backward to the desert. Water, and in abundance, 
applied to the soil constantly, and constantly renewed in 
quantity, is the basic foundation for all progress here. The 
people must envision this fact. Unless we have such a vision, 
this civilization on this particular coastal plain must perish. 


Fear of the Unknown— 


A lady who has gone thru three disastrous tornadoes in 


her lifetime, and who barely escaped with her life and the 
lives of her children on one occasion, arrived on the Pacific 
coast this summer, and said to her relatives here that she 
had finally decided to make the visit, in spite of the terrible 
danger out here from earthquakes. 


She is not to be censured for her attitude of mind. That 


which we fear is generally some remote danger, of which we 
are largely ignorant. Earthquakes in North America, of 
sufficient force to cause a major disaster, are rare. More 
damage and loss of life results from one Atlantic coast gale 
than most of the earthquakes would total in a hundred years. 
More property damage ao^loss of life occurred in the Florida 
storms than has ever been experienced in all earthquakes, 
the San Francisco disaster included. 


If we are not accustomed to certain phenomena, we fear 


ft*. We were frightened by the northern lights in the early 
days of our civilization. 
The first powerful searchlight 


thrown out by warships in Boston harbor sent many timid 
people to the churches, praying for deliverance. 


Ignorance is the basis of all fear. During a very heavy 


barrage on the French front, when shells were dropping with 
frightful regularity, and small arms fire was furious, a soldier 
left the hole he had dug with his trench tools, and started 
crawling along the ridge, exposed to every form of enemy 
fire. Reprimanded by his officer, he explained that there was 
some kind of strange bug in the hole he had dug, and he 
wasn't sure but it might be poisonous. He was accustomed 
to machine guns and shells, but the bug was a new danger. 


Cowardice Causes Panics— 


Twenty-six banks in the Florida citrus area have closed 


their doors as a result of the fruit fly invasion. But the fruit 
fly was not the cause. 


Bank examiners said in each case that the failures were 


brot about by unwarranted withdrawals, in other words, 
cowardice, There is very little that can be done against mass 


i 
cowardice. The fruit fly menace can be, and will be elimin- 


f ated, but it is uphill work to put courage into all kinds and 


classes of people.

The Florida depositors, no doubt, are courageous enough 


in their attitude toward disaster. They have survived torna- 
does and floods, and are cheerful and reliant in the aggregate" 
But they couldn't be made to sit quiet when unfounded 
rumors were placed in circulation that the banks were hard 
hit. 


Nothing except a major defalcation can break a bank, if 


the people stand behind it. The bank has nothing but confi- 
dence upon which to do business. The dollar deposited is 
loaned in a dozen different directions, and is working for the 


, 
benefit of the people in a hundred different ways. There is 
not enough money in circulation and in the United States 
mints to sustain even the savings banks of the country, if all 


p- xhe savings could be and were demanded at about the same 


time.

During the world-war, international bankers, themselves 


* somewhat panicky, demanded that shiploads of gold be sent 


to this country from Europe to cover war loans. Several 
such shipments wer,e sent over. Then, the futility of such 
action was seen, and loans were made on slips of paper, or 
simply on cabled demands. The gold is nothing. Confidence 
is everything.

Canyon Project 


Members of the Metropolitan wa- 


ter district of southern California, 
with Los Angeles City Engineer H. 
A. Van Norman and a staff of engi- 
neers, were visitors at the San Ga- 
briel damsitc Saturday noon, and 
were shown over the works by Chief 
Engineer E. C. Eaton of the Los An- 
geles county flood control district. 


The visitors were making a first- 


hand survey of canyon activities, 
with reference to the storage of 
Colorado river water at the time 
when the Colorado aqueduct is func- 
tioning. Pasadena engineers showed 
them the site of the Pasadena dam 
at Granite Dike, several miles below 
the flood control dam. An agreement 
has been entered into between Pasa- 
dena and the Metropolitan water dis- 
tiict to store Colorado river water 
in- the Pasadena dam. A long bore 
beneath the mountain ranges is a 
part of the plan to empty the water 
into the dam. 


The party of engineers was given 


luncheon at the big camp dining 
room, and expressed surprise at the 
neatness and modern methods, and 
satisfaction with the food. The din- 
ing room, besides feeding about 400 
men three times daily, is also provid- 
ing for all kinds of visiting groups 
at fifty cents per meal. 


Big Dalton Dam 


Nearing Completion 


Glendora Gleaner: Big Dalton dam 


is nearly completed and the crew will 
be leaving the district within a 
month or so, is the latest word from 
camp headquarters. Expert engineers 
say the dam is one of the finest en- 
gineering jobs in the west. The esti- 
mated cost was about $650,000, but 
owing to unexpected difficulties it 
will run elose to $3,000,000, and was 
built under the supervision of the 
county flood control board, working 
with the county supervisors.

Thorpe Predicts 


30,000 Tons for 


Walnut Harvest 


Carlyle Thorpe, genera! manager 


of the California Walnut Growers' 
association, makes a. prediction that 
the 3020 California walnut crop will 
run to approximately 30,000 tons? or 
60,000 bags. In a statement recently 
issued, Mr. Thorpe takes issue with 
a forecast made in a New York 
uewppaper that "present indications 
point to another 50,000-ton crop of 
walnuts in California, according to 
Prof. B. H. Crocheron, director of 
the agricultural extension service of 
the University of California." 


Mr. Thorpe states the above in- 


formation is not borne out by a sane 
and careful survey of crop condi- 
tions, and cites a survey by directors 
of the California Walnut Growers' 
association, which placed the current 
year yield at 26,236 tons for member 
growers. The association orchards 
produce 85 per cent of the state 
yiel'l. The other 15 per cent would 
bring the total state yield to 29,990 
tons. 


That it is absolutely certain that 


the maturing crop cannot possibly 
approach anywhere near 50,000 tons, 
as predicted by the state and federal 
crop reporting agencies, is the state- 
ment made by Mr. Thorpe. 
1' We are urging that the state and 


federal agencies revise their figures, 
as these Conflicting reports cause 
much confusion, and if not corrected 
are bound to react unfavorably on 
the fall market."
